. Follortng tbs Iran Guard rebellion of January 1941 in Hunania# which was 
initiated and directed by the "Executive Canaittee of the Legion" ® against 
the very gove r nme n t in which the legionnaires participated® tie , Iron Guard 
movement split into two min groups* One group included moat of Horim 
Sizai'B staff and leg denary leaders ® os well an the shock elements of the 
movement who had taken an eotive part in tie rebellion® and who fled to 
Austria end Gonnany. Father Vaslle^Boldeeuii* for m er Secretory General of 
t}g Tofci o n art the time or tue rebellion® olaiiaa ihat the total number of 
"refugees to Austria and Germany after the rebellion did not exseed 1®000* 

At the time Ehe n goria^M launched the Iron Guard attack® the legionnaires 
controlled 60 percent of the ministries of iforbarol Antanepcu’s oablnet® 
Including the Ministry of Interior end t^e Sigurantiu 1 lli ather group 
included Legionnaires Dost of whan had not participate^/ In the rebellion® 
who disavowed the act® who were not afraid to remain in fiumania* but who 
were punished for the rebellion* Because af their .mentorsh^ & the legion 
they filled the prisons and later manned "pimishnHxt battalions" on the ; 
Hussion front* ■' h 



Throughout the war® the legionnaire refugees were interned in German 
concentration oanpo and used by Hitler in bladcmalltag Act one sou* Host of 
the Legionnaire leaders were interned in the' I^herorald cang> *• J fotqrosou's 
repeited requests for. their repatriation to Rumania were refused : by Hitler* 
Hitler assured Ant one sou® at the thus when eaoh. suoh request was made®that 
they had all been interned aid that their activities had thus been completely, 
paralysed. 

The hardships of camp life® as well as the oonvlctions of sons of the 
Legionnaire leaders that Germany could no longer win the war® gave rise to ‘ 
the first divergencies of opinions among these refugee leaders as far book 
as 1942* By the end of 1944, when Germany’s loss of the war had beoane a 
reality, those divergencies had developed into a definite break* The 
, initiators of that separatist action had been C jnstanblnffa panace » Cnrmliu__ 
vGoortrecou and Hill^Leftor* George sou died in Imo in tremanyr* 



After Rumania’s vdthdrawal fresh the war on 25 August 1944® Sim's staff anl 
the pernan authorities tried in vain to persuade tto ^apenace^group to rejoin 
the /Sima g roup * The Papanace group refused to Join tne Sina group and . ^ 

participate in the German sponsored "national Government" of Horia Siaa*^/^ 
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5o The reasons far disagreement and final split of t lie refugee Legionnaire 

movement into two groups were, according to C.^rogamir who ia a fanatic 

"Mexican", as follows* - ■ 

a* Papanaee considered that the principles of doctrine based on violence 
and terrorism which Sima had displayed during tie last years, wore no 
longer necessary and should be abandoned* 

b* the "Mexicans' 1 considered it necessary that the ooaaand of the refugee 
Legion be o hanged* In foot, they requested the ousting of Daria Sima 
fraa that oaramnd*

a* The "Mexican" group is profoundly hostile to the Sima group* 

b* The "Mexican" group dose not seek a rapprochement with the Rumanian 
democratic political parties in exile, such as the National Peasant, 
national Liberal and Independent Social Parties* The group wishes to 
remain as a distinctly separate political organization and is in search 
of a f crania which may give it, at least temporarily, a democratic cover o 

o 0 The group is anti-monarchio and develops the same unfavorable current 
against King Uihai os the Sima groupo 

d* The group refuses to cooperate in any way v/ith the present Rumanian 
National Comittee* 

6o The "Mexican" movement, whose leading members live in Italy, hove 

infiltrated deeply into Ranan Catholic circles in Rene, from which they 
derive their means of existence* They hove had an amount of success 
which should not be underestimated* 

f* The "Mexican" movement has no contact with Rumania, where it has no 
following whatsoever* This explains the fact that most of the members 
of that movement left Germany and Austria after Germany’s surrender* 

They also feared the eventual reprisals of the occupying pavers and the 
activities of the Sima grewp, which had a much larger membership and was 

( better organised* The "Mexicans" did not seek to establish contact with 
Rumania with the assistance of the Western Powers, as was done by the 
Sima group* 

g* In the flujunor of 1949 the "Mexican" group had frem 60 to 80 members, 
whereas the membership of the Sima group was estimated at between 700 
and 800*
